The LST 
had 22 M-3 Sherman tanks with a 4 man crew in 
each tank. | could only imagine the fears and the 
prayers that these men where experiencing as they 
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wait for the big doors on the front of the ship to 
open and the big Sherman's rode off the ramps and 
into history. Many of the first Sherman tanks that 
first landed in the early days of the Europe invasion 
where destroyed with their crews. The heavy 
German Tiger tanks were too much for the little 
Sherman’s. For every Tiger tank knocked out, we 
lost 3 Sherman tanks. Not a good ratio. But the 
resources of the Allied Army were too much for the 
Germans and the rest is history. The LST-325 
made 5 trips back and forth from England to the 
French coast. 

Well so much for the past now for the 
present. We are having problems with the 146.625 
repeater and we need to start toning the machine to 
keep outside interference down and we have been 
having discussions of possibly getting a new 
repeater to replace the old one that we have. 
Anyway if you have any thoughts on this article 
you might want to come to our next meeting on 
September 10, 2008 and tell the club your 
opinion to everyone.

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He plans to be very active on the WARC bands.. 
QSL via 7K3BKY. 


ZP Paraguay. Jan DL7UFN and Rolf DL7VEE will 
operate from Paraguay as ZP6/DL7UFN and ZP6/ 
DL7VEE from September 4 to 14. QSL via home 
calls.
